TILDEN AND THE SOLDIERS. 
A STARTLING STATEMENT BY AN EPISCOPAL 
MINISTER. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 21.—The most sen- 
sational feature of the great reunion in this city 
ef the Boys in Blue, has been the exposure by 
the Rev. E. W. Flower, Episcopal minister, of 
Detroit, of Sam Tilden’s hatred for Union sol- 
diers. The Rev. Mr. Flower served during the 
War as a soldier in the Eighth Michigan In- 
fantry. At Spottsylvania Court-House, Vir- 
ginia, his left leg was shot off by the Rebels. 
In 1865 he was discharged from the United 
States volunteer army, and the same year was 
appointed to a clerkship in the Internal Reve- 
nue service at New York, and afterwards trans- 
ferred to the customs service on the recom- 
mendation of Senator Chandler, of Michigan. 
In 1867, Andy Johnson, having accidentally be- 
come President of the United States, turned 
over to Sam J. Tilden, then Chairman of the 
New York Democratic State Committee, the 
Government patronage; and that great reform- 
er at once removed all of Mr. Lincoln’s ap- 
pointees and replaced them with good sound 
reform Democrats. Among others removed 
was Mr. Flower. That gentleman's experi- 
ence with Mr. Tilden is given in the following 
letter to Mr. Samuel Post, Pension Agent at 
Detroit, which was read last evening from the 
balcony of the Bates House by Senator Logan, 
of Illinois. Mr. Flower was present during the 
reading of the letter, and, when Senator Logan 
had concluded his remarks, verified its con- 
tents. Subsequently Mr. Flower was vouched 
for by the Hon. 8. D. Bingham, Chairman of 
the Michigan State Republican Committee, and 
Gen. Trowbridge, Collector of the Port of De- 
troit. The reading of the letter created tre- 
mendous excitement among the veterans pres- 
ent, and is the talk of the town to-day. The 
foMowing is a copy of the letter, the original of 
which is in the possession of Col. William A. 
Gavitt, of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment: ail 

Derrnorr, Mich., Aug. 19, 1876.—Samuel Post, 
Eesq.—My Dear Sm: ess of other matters de- 
manding my attention has caused me to delay put- 
ting in writing. as you desired, the story I related 
to you of an interview I once had wita Samuel J. 
Tilden, the Democratic eas x for the Presi- 
dency. 

The facts are as follows: In February, 1865, I 
was discharged from the United States volunteer 
army on account of having lost a leg in the line of 
duty during the War of the Rebellion. 

I was in the City of New York, and in March of 
the same year I wasappointed to a temporary clerk- 
ship in the Internal Revenue service. In June, 
1865, the office of Superintendent of Exports and 
Drawbacks for the port of New York was created. 
I was indorsed for an appointment in this office by 
the Hon. Zach Chandler and the late Judge Long- 
year, who knew me personally. 

I continued to pe®form the duties assigned me in 
this office till October, 1867. About that time Mr. 
W. Warren, the Superintendent (than whom 2 
more unflinching Republican, or man of more un- 
impeachable integrity and business capacity never 
hela office), was removed by the late Andrew John- 
son to make way for a Democrat.

ernment several thousands of dollars, and that my 
work had been done in « satisfactory manner. 
Added to this I said: **I foucht to sustain the 
Government under which ‘you are now living in 
peace and prosperity, and suffered the loss of a 
leg, as vou can s (I was there on crutches. ) 
„ Certainly I might have a chance of earning My 
living in the Civil Service after this. 

Mr. Tilden flew into a violent passion, with the 
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most terrible profanity he cursed me for 
having gone te the War; said it served me 
right, and it was a pity I hadn lost both 
legs! He insulted the memory of the heroic 
dead who had fallen on our battle-fields; he 
cursed the living witnesses and actors in that 
terrible struggle.

BOYS IN BLUE. 
SPIRIT OF THE GATHERING AT INDIANAPOLIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 21.—Yesterday the 
city was crowded, but as compared with the 
vast multitude of veterans here to-day in at- 
tendance upon the reunion, that was a slim 
gathering yesterday. The city seemed lost in it 
to-day, this mighty concourse of Union cttizen 
soldiers. Early in the morning their columns 
filled the principal streets and avenues, waiting 
to fall into line and take up the march in the 
grand parade. At 10 o'clock the entire line 
was in motion, and amid such cheers 
as made the ehoes ring, proceeded 
through the city. Along the entire route 
the veterans were received’ with greetings 
such as the loyal people extended to the boys in 
blue during the War, while the people lifted 
their hats to salute the old battle fags. The 
public buildings, and private residences, and 
business blocks on the route generally were 
handsomely decorated. Theair seemed filled 
with flags and banners, ayd along the entire line

The procession itself was one of the biggest, if 
not the biggest, in that way ever witnessed here, 
about 15,000 men being in line.

THE CUSTOMS SERVICE. 
DEMOCRATIC CALUMNY REFUTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. # 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 21.—The Commis- 
sioner of Customs, in reply to a letter from In- 
diana, has prepared a statement showing the 
condition of the Customs service. The Demo- 
crats have charged that there has been a great 
increase on the percentage of expenditures in 
the customs service since 1860. Commissioner 
Jonnson conclusively shows, by the official rec- 
ords, that this statement is false. In the non- 
paying districts it cost, in 1860, $3.22 to collect 
every dollar. It costs now, in the non-paying 
districts, to collect thejsame amount, but 
$1.65. There has been a vast improvement in 
this branch of the public service since 1860. The 
loss on the transactions of customs officers from 
1830 to 1860, the 30 years of Democratic rule, 
was $25 in every $10, The loss on the trans- 
actions of customs officers from 1860 to 1875 was 
$1.90 for every $10,000. Owing to the lapse of 
time, little of the deficiency occurring prior to 
1860 will be collected, while of the defi- 
ciency arisi since that time there is 
every probability that so much will be accounted 
for as to materially reduce the rate of all 
losses in the period from 1860 to 1875. The loss 
on disbursements d the Democratic period 
from 1830 to 1860 was $7 in every $10,000. The 
loss on disbursements from 1860 to 1875 was 
$7.40 in every $10,000. Of the new districts 
established since 1360, but three are non-paying, 
and since that period the number of non-paying 
districts has been diminished.

Having spent his money, he returned to Wasb- 
ington to “raise the wind.”

HIS SPEECH AT BOSTON.

Boston, Sept. 18.—One of the grandest ova- 
tions ever extended to an American statesman 
in this city was given this evening to the Hon. 
James G. Blaine, who was engaged by the Re- 
publican State Committee to address the citi- 
zensin Music Hall. Every seat was occupied 
on the floor and galleries, the platform was 
packed, and the lobbies and stairways were im- 
passable. Admission was by ticket only, and 
there was hardly a Democratin the hall.

The Cost of the British Museum. 

The Trustees of the British Museum have 
just issued a return of the total expenditure on 
that institution since its foundation in 1758 up 
tothe end of March, 1875, nearly a century and 
a quarter. The charges are classified under 
their distinct heads, and show the entire ex- 
penditure during that period, with the follow- 
iug interesting results: For the staff and the 
buildings together, $15,108,655; for new build- 
ings and repairs, $6,500,425; for rates and taxes, 
$207,360. Tue charge for the staff alone during 
the entire period, for salaries, wages, police, 
and pensions is $7,369,935 (this item in 187403 
reached the sum of $275,080). From the staff 
and building charges also must be deducted the 
ost of bookbinding wr * aring aod printin 
The catalogues, etc., all of which is execute 
on the premises, and also the sum of $32,050 for 
the publication of the cuneiform inscriptions. 
In contrast to the seemingly enormous sums 
expended on the staff, etc., is the comparative! 
small sum expended onthe collection itself, 
During the corresponding period the entire cost 
of purchases amounts to $5,354,670, or consid- 
erably less than one-third of the cost of main- 
tenance. The expenditure in antiquities, in- 
cluding excavations, has been in Assyria, $90, - 
540; in Ephesus, the large sum of 81, 888, 165; on 
manuscripts, $600,160; on music, maps, 
books, $1,614,565. These sums do not, of 
course, represent the intrinsic worth of the col- 
lection, as from gifts from private individuals, 
and also from the fact that all English modern 
publications are by law obtained free, the true 
value of the collection is almost incomputable.

That Sleeping-Car Story—A Card from Tu- 
ton. 


Neu York Sun, Sept. 20. 

The Tilton sleeping-car adventure was yester- 
day shorn of ite interest in talkative circles,— 
the explanation that it grew out of an unlucky 
blunder being accepted as truth. Mr. Tilten 
had told his agent, bis former counsel, and 
other friends, whofeared that he had compro- 
mised his promising new career, that he did not 
deem the incident worthy of a serious attempt 
at explanation, as the blunders of palace-car 
travelers are proverbial.

Walking into a Terrestrial Tophet, and Un- 
concernedly Working Therein. 
Lendon Daily Teiegraph. 

Capt. Ahlstrom donsa dress somewhat ro- 
sembling that of an ocean diver, the back of 
which is provided with a tail of hose or tubing. 
A simulated house being in full blaze, Capt. 
Ahlstrom in a leisurely way enters the blazing 
structure, not passing rapidly through the 
flames, but examining the contents in a thought- 
ful and deliberate manner, now folding his 
arms, and, with acigar in his mouth, looking 
around him as though he rather enjoyed than 
otherwise the closest of contact with a terres- 
trial Tophet ; now stooping down to pick up ob- 
jects supposed to represent kevs, cash boxes, or 
other valuable articles which might be imperil- 
ed in a burning house, now rescuing a dum- 
my’’ figure from impending incineration, wrap- 
ping: the effigy in a mantle and bringing it 
safely intothe open. Then he emerges from 
the burning hut carrying in his arms red hot 
beams, and these timbers he clasps close to his 
breast, rubs between his hands, and otherwise 
makes sport with. Next witha hatehet the 
Captain cuts away blazing obstacles lying in his 

ath, or from a portion of the tubing branching 
rom his caudal appendage he plays upon the 
flames until the fire near him is reduced toa 
mass of charred and smoking cinders. The 
performance endures for a space of 30 or 40 
minutes. After he is divested of his diver’s 
gear the temperature of his body is by no means 
abnormally warm, and underneath his fireman’s 
dress he wears his ordinary garments. The 
dress consists of a double covering enveloping 
the whole body: but itis madein two parts 
one for the trunk, arms, and lower limbs and 
the other for the head, both air-tight and join- 
ed together at theshoulders. The inner dress is 
of India rubber, and the outer dart of mole- 
skin, lined with stout cotton cloth, or some 
other non-conductor of heat. The head of the 
dress is roofed in by a helmlet, which not only 
covers the head and the joints of the lower 
parts, but has a breastpiece descending as low 
as the waist. This casque is of double canvas, 
and channeled for the exit of water. When the 
dress is adjusted air is supplied to the salaman- 
der by means of a spiral India rubber tube 
placed within another hose conveying water, 
and this inner tube is fed from an air pump, or 
— by a pair of bellows at the extremity of 
the Fire-King’s tail.

A. I took one degree in the Order of American 
Knights, and also the second degree, and before I 
took the third degree & was changed to the Order 
of the Sons of Liberty. “ 

Q. —Did you ever hold any office in the organiza- 


tion? 
A.—I was Lecturer of the Vestibule. 


Q.—Do you know how extensive the organiza- 
tion in Illinois was? 

A. I could only learn through the officers of the 
Grand Lodge and their returns to the Grand 
Council, and, according to their reports, it was 
over 100, 000 in the State. 

Q.—Did you ever hear of any plans, etc., to 
assist the Rebels in case of the invasion of Mis- 
souri or of assisting them by moving into Ken- 
tucky? 

A.—We were informed in the vicinity where I 
live that some time between May and June (1864), 
probably, that there was to be an invasion at three 
different points. One was to be into Ohio, one 
into Indiana, and another into Illinois. 

Q,—By whom? 

A.—If I mistake not, Forrest was to lead the 
one in Illinois; Wugs.er, or Morean, or some of 
those men, in Indiana; Lonestaert was to make 
for Ohio, while MagMADUKE or Pio was to come 
into Missouri. . 

Q.—Was it in contemplation that the Order 
should rise and assist these men when they invaded 
these States? 

A. I think the understanding was that mn case 
the Rebele came over in Illinois they and the 
brethren of this organization were to shake hands 
and be friends. 

Q. —Were they to regeive aid and assistance from 
this Order? 

A. -I should consider it that way, sir.

Q.—Did you learn anything of the doings or de- 
signs of the Grand Council (in July, 1864) on the 
return of the delegates? 

A.—I was at the Warren County Temple at Mon- 
mouth, and Messrs. Grairriru and MoCaRrtTwNer. 
who were officers of that Temple, had been to the 
Chicago Grand Council. They spoke of the Mili- 
tary Committee. The Grand Commander of the 
State, they said, had the selecting and appointing 
of the Military Committee in the State. That 
Committee was not known to any person whatever 
except to the Grand Commander. 

Q.—Did you learn what that was? 

A.—No, sir; I did not. The Committee reported 
to the Grand Commander all their proceedings, and 
such part ashe thought proper he reported to the 
Grand Council.

On cross-examination of the witness the 
following portion of his obligation was read : 

I do further promise that I will at all times, if 
need be, take up arms in the cause of the op- 
pressed—in my country first of all—against any 
monarch, prince, potentate, power, or govern- 
ment usurped, which may be found in arms and 
waging war against a people or peoples who are 
endeavoring to establish or have inaugurated a 
government for themselves of their own free 
choice, in accordance with, and founded upon. the 
eternal principles of truth which I have sworn in 
the V—, and now in this presence do swear, to 
maintain inviolate and defend with my life. 

Q.—What did you consider you had sworn to 
maintain inviolate? 

A.—I considered that obligation bomnd us to as- 
sist the South, as they were trying to free them- 
selves and form a government of their own free 
choice. 

Q.—What did you consider the phrase, the 
oppressed—in my country first of all. to imply? 

A.—I understood it that the people of the South 
were oppressed, and were trying to establish a 
government of their own choice. 

Q.—What was meant by the phrase power and 
government usurped, which may be found in 
arms ! 

A.—I will tell you how I understood it. It re- 
ferred to the Government and the army of the 
United States. 

Q. —It was against them, then, that you were or- 
ganized to wage a war? 

A.—We were to wage war upon them, of course, 
if they took up arms against the South. 

Q. Lou did not think it wrong then to welcome 
them [Rebels] as friends? 

A.—I never understood anything about the right 
or wrong of the case. Of the two evils we were to 
choose the least. 

What two evils did you consider it the least 
of? 

A. —The independence of the South, or the sub- 
mission to the oppression of the Administration. 
In our section we considered the success of the 
South the least evil. 

Q.—Were you in favor of it against the Govern- 
ment of the United States? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q.—Do you still maintain that feeling in your 
lodges there?

Q.—Did any of these gentlemen profess to repre- 
sent any special States, or only the Southern Con- 
federacy, at that meeting? 

A.—The Southern Confederacy generally.

each Congressional District compose a ‘* brigade, ”’ 
which is commanded by a ‘‘ Brigadier-General.” 
The members of each county constitute a regi- 
ment, with a Colonel“ in command, and those 
of each township form a company.

In the same official report, under the head 
of the extent and members of the Order” 
of the Sons of Liberty,” Illinois is reported 
to have 100,000 to 140,000.

Speaking of 
the ritual, oaths, etc., he says: The ritual 
of the Order of American Knights has also 
been furnished by the authorities at St. 
Louis. From the rijual, that of the Order 
of the Sons of Liberty does not materially 
differ.” Judge Hour, throughout his report, 
treats the American Knights” and the 
„Sons of Liberty as parts of the same Or- 
der, but acting under different names. In 
that portion of the report directed.to the 
specific purposes and operations of the Or- 
der he enumerates these purposes under the 
following general definitions : 

1. Aiding soldiers to desert and harboring and 
protecting deserters. 

2. Discouraging enlistments and resisting the 
draft. 

3. Circulation of disloyal and treasonable publica- 
tions. 

4. Communicating with and giving intelligence 
to the enemy. 

5. Aiding the enemy by recruiting for them, or 
aiding them to recruit, within our lines. 

6. Furnishing the Rebels with arms, ammunition, 


etc. 

7. Co-operating with the enemy in raids and in- 
vasions. 

8. Destruction of Government property. 

9. Destruction of private property and persecu- 
tion of loyal men. 

10. Assassination and murder. 

11. The establishment of a Northwestern Con- 
federacy. 

The report on this Order thus closes : 

In the presence of the Rebellion and of this 
secret Order—which is but its echo and faithful 
ally—we cannot but be amazed at the utter and 
wide-spread profligacy, personal and political, 
which these movements against the Government 
disclose. The guilty men engaged in them, often 
casting aside their allegiance, seem to have troaden 
under foot every sentiment of honor and every re- 
straint of law, human and divine. Judea produced 
but one Jupas Iscamor, and Rome, from the 
sinks of her demoralization, produced but one 
Carlin; and yet, as events proved, there has 
arisen together in our land an entire brood of such 
traitors, all animated by the same parricidal spirit, 
and all straggling with the same relentless malig- 
nity for the dismemberment of our Union. Of 
this extraordinary phenomena—not paralleled in 
the world’s history—there can be but one explana- 
tion, and all these blackened and fetid streams of 
crime may well be traced to the same common 
foundation.

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THE FALL TRADE. 

From all the business centres in the coun- 
try, more particularly from the Atlantic 
cities, comes the cheering information of a 
decided revival in business, a gradual re- 
sumption of operatious in the great manu- 
facturing establishments, and an increased 
demand for money.

The great 
staples of the West—breadstuffs, provisions, 
spirits, lumber, eté.—found ready sale, both 
for home consumption and export, though at 
prices indicating a more or legs shrinkage in 
values. The result was a more generous cir- 
culation of money throughout the Western 
States. 

The fall trade, though opening a little 
later than usual, is fairly upon us. The tar- 
diness is attributable to the climatic unpleas-

The 
credit system has been greatly curtailed,—a 
greater scrutiny of reputation and means 
than heretofore being now the rule. There 
is an utter absence of anything of a specu- 
lative character, though once in a whilea 
follower of Col. Sellers makes his appearance 
in a bank’s parlor to be told that his style of 
doing business has been relegated to ob- 
scurity. 

The dry goods merchants are ip the main 
doing a larger business than they anticipat- 
ed. They rather expected that the Centen- 
nial would attract a large share of the fall 
trade to the Eastern cities, and while it is 
true that greater quantities of goods than 
usual have been purchased in New York and 
Boston, yet it is also true that many dealers, 
after inspecting stocks and prices at the East, 
wisely came to the conclusion that they 
could do just as well in Chicago, and save the 
extra freights. The removal of Srewarr to 
this city is looked upon with great favor by 
the trade. For years they have been com- 

with New York at a distance of a 
thousand miles; andthey found it exceed- 
ingly difficult to convince the country mer- 
chant—particularly the large buyer—that 
he could do as well in Chicago as at the 
mouth of the Hudson. Now, since New 
York has come here to do business, the com- 
petion is side by side, and Chicago will be 
the winner. Bottom prices for all classes of 
domestic goods have been reached, and in 
seme cases the figures are lowcr than before 
the War. 

In groceries there is a good active trade. 

The merchants are extending their connec- 
tions, and large bills are being sold to deal- 
ers in Texas, Louisiana, and other Southern 
States. This cisy has become the great dis- 
tributing point for Japan teas, and in several 
instances large lines have been placed in the 
hands of retailers and jobbers almost under 
the nose of New York. Chicago now sup- 
plies teas to Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, 
and Pittsburg. 
In the hardware, clothing, drug, and other 
branches of trade the outlook differs none 
from that discernable in groceries and dry 
goods. The representative houses report an 
improvement in the volume of transactions, 
the reaching of “hard-pan” in values, 
fairly good collections, and a living profit on 
the capital invested.

Sr. Pabt, Minn., Sept. 21.—The city was ex- 
cited to-day noon by a call for long-range guns 
coming from Madelia, Watonwan County, ac- 
companied by a report that four of the missing 
robbers who last appeared at Shambut’s farm, 
three miles west of Mankato, this morning 
called at a farm-house seven miles north of 
Madelia, where they obtained bread and butter, 
which they carried back to the woods to eat. 
Their appearance was quickly reported at Ma- 
delia, and a large party, armed with such 
weapons as the village afforded, set out to chase 
them, arriving on their trail in time to see them 
cross a slough westward from the farm-house, 
out of range of any gun in the party. 
The latest report is that the Madelia party is 
pursuing them, has fired at them, and expect to 
kill or capture them before night. Neverthe- 
less, the afternoon train from here, which does 
not reach Madelia until late in the evening, 
carries well-armed parties from here and Man- 
kato, who expect to join the hunt to-night. 
Advices from Sioux City are that the other 
two robbers stopped at Dr. Masher’s, of Sioux 
City, near St. James Station, 8 miles out, kept 
him with them several hours, took his horse,

THE ENGLISH WHEAT CROP. 

Lowpon, Sept. 19.—Mr. James Caird, the well 
known writer on agriculture, in a communication 
to the Nimes in regard to the wheat crop, says: 
The condition and quality are all that can be de- 
sired, but as threshing proceeds the yield con- 
tinues more disappointing. The land under wheat 
in the United Kingdom this year is 3,136,000 
acres, which is 678,000 acres below the acreagqof 
1874 and the seven preceding years—a decline of 
more than 20 per cent on the average growth, 
The decline from last year is 378,000 acres, but 
that will be more than compensated for by the in- 
creased yield peracre and the higher quality. I 

roduce of the 20 crop at 
rs. Deducting 000 quarters 
wi * leave 9. 800, 000 for consumption. 
At the present rate of consumption with us, we re- 
quire for the coming year about 13,009,000 quar- 
ters from the stocks in hand and foreign im porta- 
tion. This is the fourth year in peocendion in 
which Ame has been our main dependence. 
If that should fail in any material degree it 
will be impossible to fill the gap elsewhere. 
In none the European wheat-exportin 
countries has there been an average crop. ritis 
India has largely tncreased her export, which in 
the last eight months reached nearly 5 per cent of 
our whole foreign supply. With no 2 from 
which we can expect increased supplies, and with 
some prospéct of a diminution of the American 
— ply, itis satisfactory to know that we begin 
ha large stock from the surplus of last year's 
— The very fine quality of the wheat of all 
countries warrants an increase of price in conse- 
ence of the decreased area under cultivation. 
We may before long expect such a moderate in- 
crease on the low price of the last two years as to 
léave some profit to both home and foreign grow- 
ers.
